Will Live in a Victoria—To! 
Write Story of Early 
Edimonton 


Ending an association of 24 
vears with the Edmonton public 
library, E. L. Hill, city librarian, 
who was primarily responsible for 
the growth of the public library 
movement in Alberta, resigned 
Monday. He plans to live in Vic- 
toria, B.C.. where the milder 
climate will be more congenial to 
Mrs, Hill's health, 


Ever his. youth, Hill has 
been devoted to the ideal of public 
libraries. He was a member for 
several years of the Guelph, On- 
tario, library board and later be- 
came its secretary. In 1907 he came 
to Calgary and immediately began 
| to agitate for the erection of a pub- 
| lic library to serve the needs of the 
| growing community. A board con- 
| sisting of Rt. Hon. R. B, Bennett, 
| Rev, John Clark, Alderman Samis 
| $ne Mr. Hill was appointed and by 

1909 had secured sufficient funds 
| from the Carnegie Institute to begin 
the construction of the library. 

When the distinguished book- 
man was appointed school inspec- 
tor for the district of Strathcona, 
he resolved to do for Edmonton 
what he had done for Calgary. 

After a strenuous campaign, a 

library was begun in 1912 by the 

city of Strathcona, following a 

grant of $25,000 voted by the citi- 

zens, At the same time Edmon- 
ton formed its library and Mr. 

Hill was appointed head of the 

two boards. For the past twenty- 
| four years he has acted as chief 
| public librarian for Edmonton. 


During his tenure of office, 
| number of books in the library has 
increased enormously, and the city 
has earned the enviable distinction 
of having one of the ablest library 
staffs in the Dominion. The librar- 
jan expressed the hope that he 
might be able to use his new-won 
leisure in writing a history of the 
early days of Edmonton, a subject 
| that has long engaged his interest. 

Expressing his appreciation ot 
the helpful co-operation he had al- 
ways received, the Librarian said 

“I have ever received very loya! 
support from the citizens, I wouid 
like to mention, in particular, the 
unfailing support accorded me by 
the daily press. Both of these fac- 
tors were instrumental in contri- 
buting to the success of the library 


since 


I have every confidence that the 
senior members of the staff, having 
been connected with the library 
almost from the beginning, will be 
able to carry on successfully the 
work that has been established 


during the past 24 years.”
